when made. Even if a good crop | 
is made, and good prices obtained, 
the proceeds disappear from the | 
pianter’s hands to go abroad for 
meat and for bread, for fertilizers 
and for mules, and for those .many .

home. No country will thrive with 
its money swept out of it year by 
year, leaving nothing behind but the 
means of a bare subsistence.

in Suffolk, whena death occurs 
in a bouse, they immediately inform 
the bees, ask them formally to the 
fuveral, and fix crape on their hives;

die or desert. And the same custom 
forthe same reason prevails, with 
local modifications, not only in near- 
ly every English county, but very 
widely over the contirent. In Nor- 
mandy and Brittany may be seen, as 
in Knylaud, the crape-set hives; in 
Yorkshire some of the funeral bread, 
in Linconshire some cake and sugar 
may beseen atthe hive door; and 
wehave read of a Devonshire nurse 
on her way to a funeral sending back 
a child to perform the duty she her- 
seif had forgotton, of telling the 
bees 


The usual explanation of these cus- 
toms and ideas is that they originated 
jong ago with the death or flight of 
8me bees, consequent on the neylect 
Luey incurred when the hand that 
ouce’ tended them could do'se po 
ljuuger. Yet a wider survey of ana- 
jogous facts leads to the explanation 
above suggested ; for not to dwell on 
the fact that in some places in’ King- 
land they are informed of weddings 
as well as of funerals, and their hives 
are. decorated with favors as well as 
with erape, the practice of giving in- 
formation of deaths extends in some | 
parts not only to other animals as 
well, but, in addition, to inanimate 
thivgs. 

In Lithuania, deaths are announced 
not: only to the bees, but to horses 
and cattie, by the rattling of a bunch 
of keys, and the same custom is re- 
ported from Dartford in Kent. In 
the North Riding, not long since, a 
farmer gravely attributed the loss of 
a cow to his not havirg told it of his 
wife’s death. In Cornwall, the in- 
door plants are often put. into mourn- 
ing as well as the hives, and at Rauen, 
im North Germany, not only are the 
bees informed of their master’s death, 
bat the trees also, by means of shak- 
ing them. Near Speier, not only 
must the bees be moved, but the wine 
and vinegar must be shaken, if it is 
wished that they shall not turn bad. 
Near Wurtemburg, the vinegar must 
be shaken, the bird cage hung dif- 
ferently the cattle, tied up differ-— 
ently, and the bee-hive transposed. 

Near Ausbach, the flower-pots 
must also be moved, and the wine- 
casks be knocked three times; while 
at Gernsheim, not only must the 
wipe in thecellar be shaken to pre-

vent it turning sour, but the corn in 
the loft must be moved if the sown 
corn is to sprout. Butall these cus- 
toms are too much alike to be unre- 
lated, and too widely spread to have 
sprupg up without some reason, by 
some mere caprice or coincidence, 
and it is difficult to suggest any other 
reason for them than. they go 
back toatime when not only bees 
and cattle, but trees and flowers, vin- 
and wine,, were, like human 
beings, considered liable to take of- 
fense, and their spirits accordingly 
to be pacified by kind treatment, 
since, according as their several tem- 
peraments predisposed them, they 
were able, by deserting, dying, turn- 
ing sour, or other untoward conduct, 
to resent neglect or disrespect on the . 
part of their owners.
